Parts I and II carry on the covers the words “ With Four Illustrations 
by Seymour; and no bracket after “No. I,” but there is one in front of 
“Price is.” 

Part I has the four plates by Seymour, BUT ONLY THREE OF THEM ARE 
SIGNED, WHICH IS CORRECT. 

Part II has the three Seymour plates, signed. 

Part III has on the cover the words “ With illustrations by R. W. 
Buss.” 

Part III has the two plates signed “Drawn and etched by R. W. 
Buss,” and the page numbers on them. 

Part IV has the two plates signed N.E.M.O. 

Part VI, with both plates in first state, having the reversed pagination, 
169 and 154, afterwards re-etched to read correctly 154 and 169. Possibly 
the most elusive point in the whole realm of “ Pickwick.” 

Addresses are present in Parts II, III, X, XV, XVII, XVIII and 
XIX/XX. 

After Part XV, the name of Bradbury and Evans, Printers, White- 
friars, appears at the bottom of all front covers. 

Plates in Parts I to XI inclusive have no captions, only numerical 
references. Parts XII-XX have neither captions nor numbers. 

Vignette title has “V” in “ Weller.” 


The following are some of the additional principal “* points ”

Points oF First ISSUE oF LETTERPRESS. 


The owner of this copy of “ Pickwick,” has compiled some interesting 
Notes on the letterpress “points” of the first issue of the monthly 
parts of “Pickwick” which we now append for the benefit of 
collectors :— 

The following details are intended only to give a quick and easy 
indication of the earliest issue in the printing of the original monthly 
parts. The first impression is obviously that which appears to the eye 
as such, but it is not an easy matter without much comparison or a key 
to the “ points,” to say which particular copy has the clearest impression 
to be expected from new and unworn type. 

The most definite proof of the first printing of each monthly part is 
that obtained by a very close measurement of the printed page. It will 
be appreciated that in course of production, the “ forme” which secured 
and held the movable type had constantly to be adjusted after slight 
corrections, or after the working loose of the frame by continuous usage, 
and each readjustment entailed a tightening up, so that the length or 
breadth of type would be contracted. It can be accepted that the copy 
giving the maximum length of letterpress is of an earlier printing than 
one of lesser dimensions. 

The compiler of these notes has through many years compared 
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thousands of the original parts in wrappers, noting the printing for clean 
impressions, and carefully measuring up the length and width of the 
type in every page of the book. It is only because of the tediousness 
and inconvenience that would be entailed by comparing the measurements, 
that an easy code of “ points” has been compiled and submitted here, 
such as broken, perfect or dropped letters, as well as the author’s and 
compositor’s corrections. 

These “points” do not exhaust the number that can be enumerated 
in proof of the earliest printing, but they are sufficient to test the 
individual parts to which they refer. 

In those monthly parts where no easily recognisable typographical 
“points” can be given, specimen page measurements are quoted, and 
wherever tested will be found to establish the earliest issue.
